Chicago’s newest government food 
sale was ordered halted yesterday at 
forty-eight postoffice substations where 
orders were being taken-—and thereby 
hangs a mystery. 
| flere Is tho situation in brief: 

The carrier stations were thrown 
open to receive food orders when 

Gen. Leroy T, Steward got instruc- 
tions to take this action from the 
postmaster general's office in 
Washington, 

No sooner were the stations 
opened, however, than Lieut, Col. 
J. P. Castleman, surplus property 
officer of the Chicago army supply 
zone, and an attaché of the war 
department, announced Chicago al- 
ready had overdrawn its allotment 
of government foods-—was “ over- 
sold”’--and ne more orders should 
be taken.

Announcement Halts Sale. 

The official announcement issued by 

Lieut. Col. Castleman, which brought 
te a sudden and unexpected halt the 
bargain sale which Uncie Sam opened 
te the Chicago public only yesterday, 
was as follows: 
“ No more orders for additional army 
food purchased at the forty-eight Chi- 
cago postal station agencies will be 
filled by the army zone supply office.” 
With hundreds of eager purchasers | —— 
waiting in line to take advantagé of 
Uncle Sam’s second wholesale food 
distribution and with postal clerks 
working behind barred doors after the 
closing hour to handle the orders, the 
summary command to halt left the 
huge selling organization in a daze, 


Allotment Is Overdrawn, 


“The Chicago allotment of surplus 
army foods already is overdrawn,” 
seid the supply chief. “There is 
no more food in the depot to meet or- 
ders, and we have no assurance a new 
shipment will be made by the govern. 
ment. 

“When the postal authorities re 
ceived their Washington order to 
open the food sale, they were advised | 
no more Chicago orders could be filled. 

“ As the sifuation stands, the pogtal 
stations can continue to take orders, 
I suppose, but without assurance there 
will be any goods to meet the prom- 
ises. No figures are evailable to tell 
the exact amount of army food al- 
yeady sold in Chicago, or just how

“As matters now stand, and as theyhave stood ever 
since the organization of the United States Steel cor- 
pération, all steel ‘prices throughout the whole coun- 
try ate based upon’ the price at Pittsburgh, 
That is to say, any manufacturer of steel products, 
OF prp into which steel enters, regardless of his 
logati on, must pay for hig stecl upon the basis of the 


cost of steel at Pittsburgh, plus the railroad freight 
rate from Pittsburgh to his plant. 

The steel differential arbitrarily placed upon the 
steel fabricators in the Chicago district is $5.40 a 
ton, because that is the freight rate from Pittsburgh 
to Chicago, while practically all.of the steel mahu- 
factured at Pittsburgh is made from Lake Superjor 
ores, which are mined only a comparatively shert 
distance from |Chicago. 

In other words, Chicago pays for its steel the cost 
-of-the ore, coal and limestone entering into its man- 
fufacture, plus the cost of the per ton tr

| Mrs. Snodgrass Opposed. 

The only opposition to the budget 
was from Mrs. Lulu Snodgrass. It’

Mr. Brundage’s letter, admitting the 
stamps were being sold, adding. that 
they would continue to be sold. 

“The question of sales arose in the 
very. beginning. of the enforcement of 
the war prohibition act,” he said. 
“ The internal revenue collector at first 
refused to sell such stamps and a suit 
was brought in the Federal court at 
York seeking a mandatory in- 
junction against him. . Upon exam- 
ining the. jaw I reached the conelu- 
sion that he could not lawfully refuse 
to sell those stamps, but, on the con- 
trary, it was his duty todo s0: 

“It must be remembered that these 
stamps are in no sense . They . 
are merely the medium ‘through 
the payment of the tax upon the wian- 
ufacture of beer is made, althougti the 
manufacture of beer is now prohib- 
ited.
